campaign. The article did not originate 
with the Washington correspondent of the 
World, but was manufactured for it by an 
irregular correspendent. In bolstering the 
case up, the statement was made that the de- 
cisions of 1879 were not yetin print.

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THE GREAT ISSUE OF AMERICAN WA 
TIONALITY | 


The American people are about to exercise 
the greatest of all political powera,—the 
power of choosing the high officers who are 
to. exercise the constitutional authority of 
the Government. For the twenty-fourth 
time in the history of the Nation the people 
will assemble in their respective States, dis- 
tricts, counties, towns, and precincts, to vote 
for President and Vice-President of the 
United States. The political machinery of 
the country has reduced the choice of Prest- 
dent practically to the election of one of two 
men, these two men having been previously 
selected one by each of the great political 
parties of thecountry. While these two men 
are personally unobjectionable, while one 
has been in the military service exclusively 
all his life, and the other is one of the most 
experienced statesmen of the country, the 
material difference between the candidates is 
to be found in the principles, theories, and 
policies of the two parties they represent. 

Gen, Garfield is a Nationalist, representing 
a party which insists that the American 
people are a Nation; that the United States 
have a distinct nationality as clearly defined 
as is that of France, Germany, or any other 
people in the world; that the American 
people are not atemporary zollverein or com- 
bination of distinct and independent nation 
alities, but are a unit, a solidified, home 
geneous people, having but one Constitution, 
one country, one flag, one destiny; a com- 
plete totality, an indivisible union, and at 
home and to all the world are one Nation, 
The objects, alms, and purposes of that party 
are to protect, preserve, and maintain that 
nationality against foreign assault and 
domestic undermining or insurrection. 

The Democratic party, of which Gen. Han- 
cock is the standard-bearer and representa- 
tive, on the contrary is founded upon the 
doctrine that ours is a mere confederation of 
Sovereign States, and not a National Union; 
that each State is of itself a distinct and in- 
dependent power; that there is no American 
Nationality; that each man is a citizen of a 
confederacy by virtue of being primarily a 
citizen of one of these Sovereign States, and 
not a citizen of every State because he isa 
citizen of the United States of America”; 
that the political organization known as the 
Government of the United States is a mere 
agency of the several supreme Statés, de- 
riving its powers from those almighty su- 
preme States, and existing by their sov- 
ereign consent and at their suffer- 
ance; that there is no such en- 
tity as the .American people of 
the United 8 ut each man is of neces 
sity a citizen of o of the local subdivisions 
called States; and to that State is due 
his primary allegiance and loyal obedience, 
and through that State alone is the athor- 
ity of the General Government binding on 
him. The Nationality of the Union is de 
nied, disavowed, and repudiated. 

This radical difference between the two 
parties lies at the very foundation of the 
Union. Out of it grew the late Democratic 
Rebellion, fifteen Democratic States claiming 
the right to assert and exercise their inde- 
pendence, and to digsolve the confederation 
which they claimed existed only by their 
consent; the rest of the country, on the 
contrary, asserting and defending the Na- 
tionality of the Union, and the subordination 
of the subdivisions called States to the 
superior National authority. On that issue 
the War was fought, and, despite its results, 
the Democratic party to-day assert the doc- 
trine of State supremacy as broadly and 
distinctly as they did on the eve of the Re- 
bellion in 1860, 

In the platforms of the respective parties 
of 1880 this distinction in the fundamental 
theory as to the character of the Government 
of the United States is clearly set forth, as 
may be seen by a comparison of the two 
declarations. Thus: 
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The declaration of Gen. Hancock, when 
it comes, will undoubtedly affirm the Cincin- 
nati platform and principles of the Demo- 
cratic party, and will also affirm the theory 
and doctrine of the supremacy of the States 
and the subordination of the United States 
Government, and place him exactly where 
Breckinridge, the disunion candidate, stood 
in 1860, and on which the Confederate States 
framed their Constitution in February, 1861, 
and organized and operated their Govern- 
ment during the Rebellion. Between these 
widely opposing doctrines the American peo- 
ple have to make their choice in November 


next. 
— — 

THE COLORED VOTERS IN ILLINOIS. 

A two-day convention has been held at 
Springfield in the name of the colored voters 
of this State. How many of the negro voters 
were consulted about it, and how large a pro- 
portion of that race approve of separate con- 
sultation on political affairs, are matters that 
do not appear in the record of proceedings. 
The purpose of the Convention, plainly 
stated, was to urge upon the Republican par- 
ty the claims of blacks to office. The lan- 
guage of the address declares that the Re- 
publican party will not have accomplished 
its mission “until it places the negro in this 
State—in all the States alike—in a higher 
sphere of useful and honored citizenship.” 
This expression must be regarded as a 
euphemism for a demand on the offices. It 
rests with the individuals of the black race, 
as well as of the white races, to attain 
“useful and honored citizenship.” That is 
a distinction which every man may attain 
in this country by his own acts, and 
which no party can confer except upon 
individual merit. Indeed, all that a 
party can bestow upon citizens is 
official position either in the organization of 
the party or in some part of the Government 
which the party controls. The inference 
seems to be perfectly warranted, therefore, 
that a certain number of negroes are dis- 
posed to demand a certain number of offices 
from the party which enfranchised and 
emancipated their race as a matter of right! 

In putting forward their claim, the blacks 
who met at Springfield under the general 
direction of Mr. Bird, of Cairo, were misled 
in regard to the number of votes which their 
race polls in this State, and they ignored en- 
tirely the distribution thereof. The colored 
vote was estimated all the way from 23,000 to 
30,000! Either figure Indicrously overshoots 
the mark. The census of 1870 showed the 
colored population of this State—men, wom- 
en, and children—to be only 28,762; the pres- 
ent census will not, mall probability, show 
more than 36,000 colored persons in IIIinois. 
The general rule for estimating a vote by 
population, where the people are all natives, 
is to count upon one yoter In every five in- 
habitants. On this basis Illinois has about 
7,00 colored voters ont of the 620,000 
voters in the State, or something more 
than one per cent of the whole number. 
Thecolored voters are distributed throughout 
the State in such manner that they are not 
the controlling political element in any one 
county or city, so far as we are informed, 
unless it be in Cairo. A larger number live 
in Cook County than in any other political 
division of the State. The census of 1870 
placed the colored residents of Cook County 
at 3,858; the present census, it is understood, 
shows about 5,500. The full colored vote in 
the county may amount to 1,200, but probably 
not more than that. The white vote is fully 
80,000, The colored vote has already had a rep- 
resentation on the County Board and in the 
State Legislature, and colored men have had 
positions in the Post-Office, Custom-House, 
and various departments of the Local Gov- 
ernment. All this is sufficient to show that 
there is no prejudice against them, in the Re- 
publican party at least, on account of their 
race, and that their chances for office, like 
those of white men, depend upon their qual- 
ifications, their activity, their usefulness to 
party and to the public, and such other con- 
siderations as usually enter into a distribu- 
tion of official places. y 

If the colored voters look at these facts 
clearly they cannot reasonably maintain that 
they have been badly treated; nor can Mr. 
Bird require that the Republican State Con- 
vention be reconvened to take off one of the 
present candidates in order to make a place 
on the State ticket for some colored man. In 
fact, we are inclined to believe that the mass 
of the colored voters, who, like the mass of 
white voters, expect to earn their living out- 
side of politics, have no desire to make an 
issue With the Republican party over 
the distribution of offices on a race ba- 
sis. Ingratitude is not a chara-zteristic 
of their race, and, if not a single 
colored man in all the land were to receive 
an office during the term of the next genera- 
tion, the negro race would still be under an 
obligation to the Republican party that would 
outweigh all other considerations. It was

To the outside world it has long 
been apparent that the Berlin Treaty has been 
a sham. It was signed two years ago, 
and its proyisions were to go into effect im- 
mediately; and yet to-day the relations of 

her provinces and to the Powers 


ers have {Jlowed her to delay and haggle 
with hardy so much asa protest, and, en- 
couraged y their indifference and hoping 
that their {aterests will clash, she has coolly 
declined t¢,execute the decision of the Con- 
ference w;}h reference to the Greek frontier 
and the pr¢yision of the treaty bearing upon 
the MonteGegrin claims. She has paid no 
attention ‘whatever to the reforms demanded 
of her in Roumelia, Bulgaria, and Asia Mi- 
nor, but, on the other hand, in the lat- 
ter proviige has increased her rapac- 
ity and brutality until its people are 
reduced ti starvation and its political 
administration is in anarchy. Turkey 
has disregarded her obligations, and the 
Powers ha¥e disregarded theirs. The Lon- 
don Times, at the time Lord Beaconsfield re- 
turned from Berlin, pompously announcing 
that the Congress, under his influences, had 
obtained peace with honor, congratulated 
itself and the English people that at last the 
Eastern question had been placed in abey- 
ance for at least another generation; but in 
two little years it again looms up and presses 
itself forward upon the Powers for solution, 
as grave and as portentous as when Russia 
marehed her armies across the Pruth on their 
way to the Danube and the Balkans. It is 
evident that Bismarck at last is tired of 
Turkish duplicity and deceit, and has 
put on his iron helmet. Having settled 
affairs at home to his satisfaction, 
he is now bent upon putting an end to the 
chronic disturbance of European politics by 
Turkish interference. He has sent a Com- 
mission to Constantinople to examine into 
affairs without waiting for the other Powers, 
and by virtue of the recent alliance of 
Austria and Germany he uses the former as 
the mouthpiece of his demands. Germany 
has no special interests in Southeastern 
Europe, but Austria has, and, having ob- 
tained a footheld in Bosnia, there is no 
question that she will press her way on until 
she reaches the position she has so long 
coverted of having an outlet for her com- 
merce on the Agean Sea. There is no surer 
way of obtaining these results than to de- 
mand that Turkey shall execute the reforms 
expected of her without delay, which Turkey 
has neither the power nor the money to carry 
out, even if she had the will The moment 
the allied fleet appears before Constanti- 
nople and demands of the Suitan that 
he shall obey the provisions of the treaty 
and the decisions of the Berlin Conference 
seals the doom of Turkey. She is 
already. imarticulo mortis, and at such a 
demand made by the European Powers must 
acknowledge that she cannot execute it, and 
that ends Turkish power, and leaves the 
Government either to be administered by a 
mixed European Commission, after the man- 
ner of Egypt, or the country itself to be 
divided up among the Powers, or, what is 
more probable and desirable, the. erection of 
the various provinces into a Slavic Empire. 
Whatever may be the outcome, it is evident 
now that it musteome speedily, and either 
of the three possibilities would be a welcome 
exchange for Turkish misgovernment and 
Oppression. It will be hailed with delight 
by the persecuted and suffering victims of 
Turkish barbarity, and any action of the 
Powers that oDliterates Turkey as an inde- 
pendent State in Europe will be welcomed 


by the whole civilized world.

ALLEGED OVERPRODUCTION OF FOOD. 

The facts cited in Tun TRIBUNE of Wednes- 
day relative to the movement of wheat back 
from Chicago to the country show that the | 
erop of 1879 is prettv well used up. There is 
undoubtedly some old wheat yet in the hands 
of farmers, in isolated lots, but the great ma- 
jority of them have swept their bins bare in 
advance of the current harvest. The offer- 
ing of higher'prices for delivery in this city 
during last May induced extraordinary activ- 
ity in shipment, and what then remained in 
first hands was nearly all massed into the 
city elevators. As a conseqnence, the un- 
consumed surplus of last year has been “ in 
sight,” and grain-buyers on the other side of 
the Atlantic have been unnecessarily worried 
about the “ large quantities of old wheat to 
be offered from America.” The quantity 
turns out to be not nearly so large as they 
imagined.

The whole of the big crop will have 
disappeared into consumption, and with it 
several million bushels of the crop of 1878, 
which was left over at the beginning of the 
cereal year now closing. 

There is little room to doubt that the same 
remarks will apply to corn a little later in 
the year. At the rate at which it is now 
moving out, the farmers’ bands will be clear 
and the elevators of the cities practically 
emptied of old corn by the time the new crop 
is ready to place upon the market. The 
magnificent total of 1,540,000,000 bushels, or 
thereabouts, which was going to swamp the 
world, is melting away like snow under a 
June sun. The vast increase in manufactur- 
ing uses to which Indian corn is applied in 
this country and a much greater European 
demand for the article have taken the corn 
and put it out of sight as rapidly as it could 
be sent forward. We might be able to write 
in a similar way with regard to hogs and 
hog products but for the artificial conditions 
which have ruled the latter market for some 
time and partially checked consumption. 

In view of all this it becomes pertinent to 
ask, Of how much value are the opinions of 
those who are now repeating the predictions 
of a year ago in regard to our current wheat 
crop? The papers of the Atlantic seaboard 
are, many of them, loaded down with state- 
ments of how the case stands,” and the ma- 
jority seem to agree that our wheat crop is 
so big we will not know what to do with it. 
They do not all say that, in o many words; 
but the writers evidently tink it. They are 
borrowing trouble. They might with adyan- 
tage read the story of the old clock and the 
consolation afforded to the pendulum by the

There are not good reasons to think that 
the food production of this part of the world, 
or of the wurld as a whole, has yet reached 
the point of plethora. There are not good 
reasons for believing that the production is at 
present increasing in more rapid ratio than 
the world’s ability to consume. We must 
raise at least twice as much food as now be- 
fore every mouth and stomach will be filled 
ad nauseam with wholesome bread and 
meat. In fact, it is open to grave doubt 
if there can be, in this age of the. 
world’s history, any such thing as over- 
production of the necessaries of human ex- 
istence. They may be produced in so much 
greater profusion as to be materially cheap- 
er than now; but even that blessing to the 
consumer will take time to bring it about. 
It is the glut of non-essentials to a comfort- 
able existence that is really to be feared by a 
community. The overproduction of whole- 
some food is a thing rather to be dreamed of 
than realized as an actuality.

THE PARTY OF FRAUD. 

The continuation of the testimony of Mr. 
John I. Davenport as to the trauds practiced 
by the Democrats in New York develops 
still more startling disclosures than those to 
which editorial reference has already been 
made in Tue TUNE. His investigations 
made in 1868 show that 70,000 fraudulent 
naturalization papers were issued in that year 
by In dges Barnard and McCunn. The out- 
rage commenced in Judge Cardozo’s Court in 
1866, but was finally stopped by the honest 
Clerk of the Court, who, though a Democrat, 
refused any longer to be a party to such an 
outrageous frand. The mill was then trans- 
ferred to the courts 6f McCunnand Barnard, 
and although it was well known that even 
with the utmost dispatch but ten 
could be naturalized in an 
hour, these two Democratic Judges 
turned them out at the rate of 500 per hour. 
In October of that year these two con- 
spirators, working for the Tammany Ring, 
naturalized 37,000 men, or purported to do 
so, the papers, of course, being bogus. Mr. 
Davenport further testified that these bogus 
papers were issued as if to persons exempt 
from declaration of intention on account of 
their age on arrival, and he himself obtained 
the affidavits of one thousand men between 
the ages of 40 and 60 who acknowledged 
that they had been naturalized as minors. At 
least 20,000 naturalization papers were issued 
in blank, of which no record was ever made 
in Court, and for which no application 
was ever made. In the issuing of 
these papers the Ring made no scruple 
in the matter of the witnesses re- 
quired by the law. They had paid profes- 
sional witnesses. Sometimes the papers were 
signed with the flames of witnesses who 
could not write, and often the names of such 
men as Belmont, Hoffman, Tweed, Sweeny, 
and Vanderbilt appear upon them, signed 
with a mark! The certificates were obtained 
by these professional witnesses, ten of 
them having obtained papers for over 
8,000. persons, but the applicants never 
saw either Judge or court-room. There 
is no question of these frauds prac- 
ticed in 1868, and there is no question 
that these aliens, armed with these bogus 
papers, have been voting the Democratic 
ticket ever since. And yet this party which 
perpetrated these infamous outrages, and 
which sought to continue them by interfer- 
ence with the operations of the Courts, by at- 
tempting to stop the supplies of the Govern- 
ment, and by forcing an extra session of Con- 
gress upon the country, is the barty that is 
clamoring for honest elections.

A Pastime More Barbarous than the 


Bull-Fights of Spain.

HmosLannd, Germany, June 15.—To be tn 
Heidelberg and not see one of the famous 
students’ duels, would be like visiting Spain and 
Rot witnessing a buli-fight. Both exhibitions, or 
amusements, if I must so cal] them, spring from 
the barbarism which two separate and distinct 
nationalities have inberited from barbarous 
ages of the past, and which the influence of civ- 
ization and the culture of the nineteenth 
éentury have not as yet been abie to abolish. 
But there is this difference between the two 
brutal sh8ws: A bull-fight is open to the public, 
whereas a students’ duei is considered of such 
an aristocratic and exclusive character that it is 
seldom that straniers, or any one except the 
members of the different students’ corps, are 
ever allowed to be present.

The members are supposed to belong to the no- 
bility and to the best German families, with 
only the best biue blood flowing through their 
veins. To become a member it requires as much 
influence, py are and red tape as to belong 
to the most select of the London clubs. Who- 
ever is admitted is under the necessity of fight- 
ing duels—that is, they are not under the ne- 


cessity, but, if they don't t. y 
tabooed as cowards, and Heliclvers would 
become an uncomfortable place of residence. 
If they don’t volunteer, the President of a co 
volunteers them, or rather appoints them, 
meet adversaries, and then there is no showing 
the white feather; they must fight, and they do. 
In the dueling-hall all the members of the dif- 
ferent ‘co with one or two exceptions, were 
present. ‘They all 2 to be over 2 years 
of age, and pbysically were splendid looking 
feliows. 1 don't think there were half a dozen 
among them whose faces did not bear evidence 
of these bloody conflicts. Their cheeks and 
foreheads were scarred and furrowed by deep 
welts cri each other, and — 
furrowmg down through the mouth and chin. 
observed that the noses of tuo or three 
had been grafted on and had badly healed. 
They were all seatea around the hall; those 
who were not administering to the wounded in 
the outer room were seated at their respective 
tables, each corps by itself, drinking wine and 
eating their lunches. Two or three German giris 
were tending a refreshment table at the end of 
the hall, and appeared to take no more interest 
in the duels than they would in chicken fights. 
Mr. Conniffe and myself, the only strangers or 
outsiders present, were the guests of the yellow- 
cap corps, who were very polite and showed us 
every attention possible. True politeness is a 
virtue, either natural or acquired, which all the 
Heidelberg students seem to possess. The rules 
of etiquet, however, established by the dueling 
corps forbid any intimacy or recognition be- 
tween the different members. We were intro- 
duced to no one outside of the yellow-caps, and 
I noticed that the several corps were as stran- 
gers to each other and not a nod or look of rec- 
ognitioa was exchanged. 

waiting for the third duel was long and 
tedious. The sword-sharpener, an old y- 
headed man, came into the hall two or three 
times bearing freshly-ground weapons which he 
placed in convenieat positions. Another man 
came and; scat fresh sawdust to cover the 
blood where the first duelists bad stood, that 
those who were to follow might not stand on 
slippery places.” It was like the little episode in 
the Spanish bull-fights when the arena bas been 
cleared of the dead bull and horses, and vccu- 
sionally the dead bull-üguter, and the attend- 
ants come in with rakes and sawdust to oblite- 
rate the traces of the bloody conflict. Through 
the open door of the hospital-room I could see 
the surgeons and students washing the bloody 
bodies and patching up the wounds of the. two 
who had just fought, while others were dressing 
and preparing the two who were next to meas- 
ure swords. 

Ere long I heard the noise of hurried foot- 
— phe the two men came striding into the 
ball, each surrounded by several friends anda 
surgeon supporting their sword arms. The first 

lance at them, with their black goggles, muf- 
ed throats, etc., reminded me of professional 
divers with their armor on ready for service. 
There was no waiting or hesitating: ina mo- 
ment the men were placed in position, swords 

laced ip their hands, the signal piven, and the 
Bloody work yo — in earnest. I was told that 
this was an affair of honor.“ and that some at- 
front or imagined insult was to be canceled or 
wiped out with blood. It seemed an uneven 
match. One was a tall, erful athiete, 
while his adversary was I, and baow 
the ordinary Stature. But in sword duels 
the victory is more apt to go with the 
smaller and more agile of the two. There 
were several short and encounters, 
in which the contest was about evenly balanced, 
Both were spieudid swordsmen, and their skill- 
ful strokes and thrusts were watched by their 
friends with intense interest. Euch received 
three or four slight cuts, but it was difficult to 
determine which drew the first blood. Several 
times their swords were disabled and fresh ones 
ealled for. Once the sword of the large man 
broke in the centre, and the fiying end came 
whizzing past me and struck a student in the 
chest who was standing by my side. He jumped 
as if shot, but fortunately was notinjured. Fi- 
nally the small man received a blow on the head 
which was to end the day's sport.“ Although 
twenty feet distant, I heard the sword strike the 
skull with a peculiar thud, which I knew had a 
terrible mean A large lock of hair fell to 
the floor from his head, and I could see by the 
twitching of his body, and the partial closing of 
his eyes through the steel les that the biow 
had nearly stunned him. In a moment his face 
was covered with blood which flowed freely 
down his body, and formed a in the saw- 
dust at his feet. The seconds instantly cried 
„galt.“ and the surgeons and the friends of the 
wounded man rushed forward and caught him iu 
their arms. His wound, after a hasty examina- 
tion, was pronounced serious.and he was ied 
away, weak and tottering to the hospital. Tho 
duel, which was now atan end, had lasted less 
than ten minutes. [think most of the students 
regretted that it was so quickly terminated. 
Those who did not belong to the corps of the 
wounded student soon left the building and hur- 
ried away to Heidelberg for their dinners. It 
was after 1 o'clock and we were also anxious to 
get back to our hotels. Passing through the 

ospital we saw the young man stretched out on 
a reclining chair, the two surgeons and several 
students busy at work over him. The surgeons 
had partly shaved the bead and were sewing up 
a ghastly scalp wound that extended several 
inches across the skull. We hastened down- 
stuirs, Jumped into our waiting carriage and 
drove away. 

Since witnessing these civilized and aristo- 
cratic combats my opinions of Morrissey, 
Heenan, and; Sayers have undergone a decided 
change. I am afraid that I have misjudged 
them heretofore. Taking brutality as a stand- 
point, why shouldn't they be heroes of the tirst 
class? Bismarck, who was once a Heidelberg 
student,still shows on his cheeks traces of sword- 
cuts that he received in Heidelberg duels. The 
Emperor and the German nation have made 
him Premier and created him a Prince. Why 
shouldn’t New York honor Morrissey or any 
— shoulder-hitter by sending dim to Con- 
gress 


Among the sixty or seventy English and 
Americun students at Heidel none of them 
belong to the. fighting corps. They are not 
cowards either. It is known that if occasion re- 
quires they can fight their own way, but they 
huve no desire that their good-looking faces 
shall be hacked and chopped up like dogs meat 
and be disfigured ever after. Not | ago an 
American stadent had a slight quarrei with one 
of the üguting- students and received from 
him a challenge. the challenged party, 
the American had the choice of weapons. e 
sent word to the German by a friead that he 
would meet him the next morning at 6 o'clock 
at a *I outside of the city, and the weapous 
should be navy revolvers (he had a good pair) at 
ten paces. The German and his friends con- 
cluded it would not be a good day for duels and 
the matter was dropped. A student here was 
reading me an extract of a letter he had recent- 
ly received from his father in Kentucky. As 
~ as I can remember this is the substance 
of it: 

“DeaR Bos: I hear that they have sword 
duels in Heidelberg, and that many of the stu- 
dents engage in them. I do not believe in the 
barbarous practice of dueling, but there are 
times when one has to fight or be branded a 
coward. You know that our family does not be- 
long to the latter ciass. Should occasion uire, 
which I trust will not happen, never choose 
swords—only cowards and Frenchmen use 
those weapons. Choose pistols or ritles, which 
mean business. Never show yourself in your 
native town with a sword-scratch on your per- 
son. your affectionate PATHER.”’ 

The young man asked me what I thought of 
that doctrine. I told him I did not believe in 
either the sword-scratch or the hole made by the 
pistol-ball.

THE OBELISK. 


A Visit to the Dessoug-—How the Mono- 
lith Was Shipped and Transported. 
New York Post, July 20. 

The steamer Dessoug, with the Egyptian obe- 
lisk on board, is now anchored off the foot ot 
West Twenty-third street awaiting further 
orders. A reporter of the Fvening Post boarded 
the Dessoug about U o'clock this morning. 

Mr. Heury E. Davis, who had charge of the 
woodwork used in lowering. shipping, and stow- 
ing the monolith, said: “ We left this city for 
Alexandria, Egypt, on the 26th of last August, 
and arrived at Alexandria on the S3ist of Sep- 
tember. The next day we began the work of 
building the derrick and framework for remov- 
ing the obelisk. It stood, about twenty 
feet from the shore. We first raised it 
and turned it on its side in the air. 
Then removed the foundation and built a rude 
float underneath it, and lowered the obelisk 


on to this float. We then buiit ways down to 
the shore and launched the float with the obe- 
lisk on board as you would launch any vessel.

Government for was placed on 0 
dry-dock. The crib-work of timber on which 
the needie rested was built so that it 
would be on a perfect level with 
the bed which had been prepared in the hold of 
the Dessoug.

“The obelisk has not suffered any injury in 
the trip and we will deliver it and all the ‘fix- 
ings’ justas we found them. Mr. Frank Price 
had charge of the iron work used in lowering 
and removing the obelisk, and I had charge of 
the woodwork. It was just five months to a 
day from the time we began work to the 
day we put it on the float. e length of the 
monolith is sixty-nine feet six inches; it is 
seven feet eight inches square at the base. and 
five feet five three-quarter inches 
at the top. The foundadon is seventeen feet 
six inches square, The lower step, entered ap- 
prentiee, is twenty and three-quarter inches 
high, nineteen and three-quarter inches wide. 
The second step, fellow t, is nineteen inches 
high, thirteen and a quarter inches wide. The 
third step, master mason, is seventeen inches 
high, seventeen and three-quarter inches wide. 
Upon this foundation the estal upon which 
the needle rests is pladed. This pedestal is six 
feet ten inches high, nine feet four inches 
square at the base, and nine feet and three- 
quarters of an inch square at the top.“ 

Mr. Davis spoke very enthusiastically of the 
climate of Alexandria. He said that it wasa 
beautiful place, and that, though the thermom- 
eter ranged steadily at 90 degrees through the 
month of September, yet the heat was not en- 
ervating. The hottest day, was on the 234 of last 
May, when a land breeze from the Desert biew 
over the city, and on that day the thermometer 
registered degrees in the shade.

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RECONSTRUCTING A SCALP. 


A Young Woman’s Scalp Torn Con- 


Rebuilding in a New York Hospital. 
New York Times. 

Among the patients in St. Luke’s Hospital, 
Fifty-fourth street and Fifth avenue, is a 
young woman who carries on her head an 
artificial scalp. It has taken six years to 
construct this scalp, and it is not entirely 
complete yet, but for all practical purposes 
the experiment on the youn, womun may be 
said to be at an end. The material for 
building the scalp has been furnished by 
hundreds of volunteers, and over 
14,000 different pieces have en- 
tered into its construction, The woman’s 
name is Lucy Osborn, and she is in 
her 25th year. She is of medium hight and 
build, of good form, and her disfigured face 
gives ample evidence of the fact that she was 
once a very pretty girl. There is a sweetness 
about her smile now which is very attractive, 
and her low, rich voice is very pleasant to 
listen to. Ine only disfigurement apparent 
to the eye of a Times reporter, who met her 
in the hospital yesterday, was found about 
the eyes. Her right eyebrow is gone en- 
tirely, and the left one is twisted upward and 
outward. The eyes themselves are 
elongated sideways, much like those of a 
Chinaman, but they are soft and pleasant to 
look upon. The scalp, which the surgeons 
have decoyed nature into furnishing in 
place of the original, was covered by a cloth, 
woundaround her head much like a Turkish 
turban. She talks pleasantly, and with rare 
intelligence for an invalid, and appeared 
well satisfied with the result of the surgeo ns’ 
operations upon her head. 

Assistant House Surgeon W. C. Campbell 
told the Times reporter the history of Lucy 


Osborn’s misfortune, and of the sur gical ex-

factory. Her hair was arranged in long 
luxuriant curls, which cove the entire 
head. In the prosecu of her work she 
leaned forward toward a revol shaft, and 
her curls were caught in the rapidly-turning 
cylinder. It is wonderful that ead was 
not completely crushed, bat, fortunatly, her 
position was such that her life was 
not sacrificed. Her face was wrenched 
down close to the shaft, the hair re 
fused to give way, and the entire scalp was 
taken clean off. The skin was peeled off 
from the bone, taking with it a piece of the 
integument of the right ear, and leaving but 
a slight gay of hair on the lower part of 
the back of the head. Miss Osborn says that 
the accident was so sudden, work 
was done so quickly, that she was not con- 
scious of feel the slightest pain, 
and she these

bled but slightly, 
counted for by the fact that the mouths of 
the blood vessels were so badly lacerated that 
the blood coagulated, and thus hemorrhage 
was prevented. The safety of Lucy Osborne’s 
life is probably due to this fact. It was three- 
quarters of an hour before the vil physi- 
cian reached the factory. He replaced the 
scalp instantly, and secured it to the girl’s 
head with forty-seven stitches, in the 1 
that it would again unite with the 
sue. Then followed a reaction, and Lucy 
suffered for two nights with a high 
fever and delirium. At the end of that time 
she regained her reason, but she suffered 
greatly from pain. The sealp was kept in 
ition for eleven days, but matter was con- 
stantly . beneath it, and the idea 
that it could be induced to unite with the 
bone agaln was abandoned. It was removed 
again, ahd for ye three months the 
wound was dressed with simple ointments. 
On Dec. 1, 1874, Lucy was brought to this 
city and place in St. Luke’s Hospital, where 
it was at once determined to endeavor to 
provide her with a new scalp by means of 


Dr. Weir was given charge of the girl, and 
for twenty-seven days he dressed her head 
with ointments designed to stimulate granu- 
lations and aid the production of new tissue 
upon which toexperiment. The skin of her 
forehead had been gradually growing up- 
ward since the accident, but it had reached 
a point so distant from the border from 
which it started that its vitality was weak- 
ened, and it could no longer grow in 
this direction. The object of grafting was to 
furnish a nucleus from which new skin 
might grow, and push its way forward to 
unite with the old. On Dec. 1 the stimulat- 
ing ointments had done their work so well 
that Dr. Weir thought the head was y to 
receive the grafts. Little pieces of thin 
skin, not larger than a millet-seed, were

Our last crop of wheat was supposed to be 
somewhere about 450,000,000 bu (it is ridiculous 
to attempt to foot it up to within 1,000 bu). We 
had 30,000,000 of the old crop left overa year 
ago, against 10,000,000 bu now; the old wheat be- 
ing much more closely drained from the farm 
now than then. That is: The people of the 
United States have, within twelve months, con- 
sumed and sold some 470,000,000 bu, and have 
practically none left, to compete with the wheat 
of the new crop. It is exceedingly doubtful if 
that new crop will foot up more than 470,000,000 
bu; and if it should the overplus will 
not be a terrible burden to the people obliged 
to hold it,—if they showld be obliged to hold it 
over into another crop year. We have not at 
present any good reasoh to expect that the do- 
mands of Europe pon the United States for 
bread will be much, If any, smaller than a year 
ago. There is not, therefore, any present 
ground for alarm in regard to a superabundance 
of wheat. There is plenty of it; enough to kill 
the ambitions of those who would like to see 
Europe forced to pay more than 5) shillings per 
quarter for it; not enough to warrant the bear- 
ing of it to a point which will not pay for 
the cost of producing it. The people 
who are croaking about overproduction 
do the same thing every year. Twelve months 
ago they said we had some 80,000,000 bu more 
than we could get rid of. They miscalculated 
the facts in the case to the extent of 100,000,000 
bu. That is enoug to show that they could not 
then grasp the situation; and there is no reason 
to think that they are any more competent now. 
Fortunately their vaticinations do not seriously 
affect the matter. The wheat goes forward 
while the statisticians are proving that there is 
no place for it to go to; just as serenely as the 
moon rolled on when the dog was baying at it. 

The London Live Stoch Journal thinks there is 
ittie reason to fear that the repeal of the malt 
tax will cause the British brewers to forsake the 
home-grown barley for the foreign. On the 
contrary, it predicts an increase in the con- 
sum ption of the domestic grain, and purer beer 
as a result of dispensing with sugar and other 
substitutes for malt which the brewers have 
been using. Foreign barley will be wanted, but 
chietiy to malt and use as reed. 

THe TRIBUNE called the attention of the pub- 
lic some time a go to the reports that some East- 
ern wool-dealer s were sending out false quota- 
tions of wool,for the purpose of attracting con- 
signmeats. The Boston Bulletin says of this 
matter: 

Somebody hagbeen endeavoring to secure consign- 
ments of woo! Philadelphia by seducing the Asso- 
ciated Press agent at that point into sending a dis- 
patch to newspapers all over the country, quoting bo- 
gus sules of the staple in the “City of Brother! 
Love” at prices far hizher than could be obtained. 
telegram dated July 8 reported sales of tine Michigan 
at dic. which is certainly c or % per ib higher than 
would be quoted by any reputable deater. We trust 
growers and shippers wil) not permit the wool to be 
pulled over their eyes by any such unscrupulous de-
